plied with. Mr. Ovsrturf and the 
assignees, a few cceditora who ,had 
been preferad before the assignment,, 
and a few who were profered after 
the return of the assets to Mr. Over- 
turf, were the active promoters of 
this scheme. Upon the representa- 
tions of these fow men the court 
made tbe order, returning thejassets 
to Overturf, 
providing, however, 


what the law would provide in any 
event, that this ord^r of the court, 
should in no wise effect the noa con- 
senting creditors.

formed under the auspice* of the 
Assignees yesra before.

signees after this was done, asked 


scattered them to the winds, and 
said 'Gather these up again if you 
can.' " 


This we undertook to do, and as to 


most of the matter In ifact, we ar- 
rived at a conclusion satisfactory to 
the Assignees, and to my clients at 
least. And there is yet perhaps a

Now, the question is, 
are we, by this course of examina- 
tion, approaching the end, or are we 
unnecessarily threshing over old 
straw? We may, here and there, de- 
velop a shriveled grain, that the 
threshers missed, la there any 
remedj? If there is nonr<, I desire 
to bring in a law student and let him 
grow up with the case. But first, I 
want to fix the responsibility of this 
irritating delay and avoidance of 
justice where it bo'.ongs, bsf.jre this 
court, and, if uscaasary, bsfore the 
world. I am not partial to the plan 
which I h:ive proposed' but I do not 
think th-3 present course leads out of 
the wilderness. I do not think we 
do justice to the court by thrusting 
upon it thn necessity of ruling upon 
evidence ID thii easH, without an 


to be aided by the undisputed testl-1 
moiiy, which all parties admit to be 
true. This can of course be done if 
all parties consent. If they will not, 
I am not certain asfto tbe right of 
the court to base any finding upon 
said testimony, although not in any 
manner disputed. But let us, in the 
interest of justice undelayed, make 
the proposition so to do, if anything 
bettor can be devised. We are not 
partial to this plan, but see no end to 
litigation if we plead in this manner.
